M cCarthy has thrived on the 
lim elight which he m anufactured 
by m aking one sensational charge 
after another over the past four 
years. He did not pause when his 
own Republicans 
began running 
the governm ent a year ago. 
Right now he’s not free to skip 
from sensation to sensation. His 
time is pretty fully taken up with 
the Senate investigation into his 
light with Army officials. He has 
to be at the morning and afternoon 
sessions and m ust consult with his 
staff afterw ards on what s hap­ 
pened and w hat lies ahead. 
Frequently Complains 
He has repeatedly . complained 
about being nailed down this way. 
These hearings, he has protested, 
are not only ridiculous but inter­ 
fere with his much more impor­ 
tan t work of hunting Communists. 
He still gets into the headlines 
every day, but not as he did be­ 
fore. Before the hearings, he was 
able to get a headline all to him ­ 
self with a single statem ent. 
Now' any statem ent he m akes is 
only one among m any m ade at 
the hearing. 
Not Likely To Help GOP 
It is Questionable that this hear­ 
ing can do the Republican party 
any good at the polls in this con­ 
gressional 
election 
year. 
It 
is 
strictly a Republican family fight 
between M cCarthy and his aides 


on one side and Secretary of the 
Army Stevens and his aides on the 
other. 
In this public washing of dirty 
family linen someone is obviously 
lying. That was clear from the 
start. The Senate subcom m ittee 
m aking 
the 
investigation 
m ay 
never give a verdict on who it is. 
Meanwhile, the newspapers and 
the 
airw aves 
are 
studded 
with 
such words as these coming out 
of the hearing: lying, dishonest, 
blackm ail, 
indecent, 
false 
and 
pressure. Many of the words are 
M cCarthy’s. 
Army Balks On Terms 
The four Republican m em bers 
of 
the 
investigating 
com m ittee 
m ade it plain yesterday they would 
like to 
bring the hearing to a 
speedy End. McCarthy said he was 
willing on term s he set forth. 
But the Army, which is part of 
the 
Eisenhower 
adm inistration, 
balked at those terms. And the three 
D em ocratic senators on the sub­ 
committee said they want the full 
testim ony taken. Unless somehow 
stopped, the inquiry m ay go on for 
weeks. 
Before the hearing is over. Mc­ 
Carthy 
m ay 
be 
able 
to 
m ake 
Stevens and the Army look like 
dolts. By the sam e token, the Ar­ 
my m ay m ake him look pretty 
bad. 
No m atter what the outcome, 
he’s up to his neck In this fight. 
So long as he has to stick to that 
and take p a n in the inquiry, he 
won’t have much time for anything 
else.

An occasion of extreme pride was 
that of Farmer’s Day, 1949 when the 
building, nearing completion, was 
used for the first time, for the serv­

time, a 
wide variety of activities has been j 
presented in the hall, ranging from 
suppers, banquets, plays, batkctball 
games and exhibits to circuses. 
The two-story building fronting on 
S Baltimore St. provides a 40’ by 
40’ room to house the Citizens Hose 
Co. equipment 
On the second floor 
a meeting room for the Hose Co, 
Borough Council. Ladies Auxiliary 
of the Fire Co. is provided and also 
a smaller meeting room which was

Woman's Club to be used as the 
town’s new Free Library. 
The audi­ 
torium on the main floor measures

Public Washrooms 
Two public washrooms with out­ 
side entrances are open to the public, 
and the entire building is equipped 
with an emergency lighting system.

Dedicated By Governor 
On June 24 1950 the Community 
Memorial Building was dedicated by 


Governor Jam es H. Duff.

ner was served in the building, and 


a street fair was held. On June 24 a 
parade preceded Gov. Duff’s dedica­ 


tory' address. 
This was a big time 


for Dillsburg. 
At this time a Ded­ 


ication Book was published by the 


Citizens Hose Co. and the book was 
dedicated to John Spangler Kapp, j 
who served as president cf Citizens 
Hose Co. for 44 years and had been 
active in community affairs until his 
death last year.

We didn't want her 
any more than a case of measles but 
when the welfare woman brought 
her over we let her stay for two 
weeks until they could find a good 
home. 
“They told us the girl felt rejected. 
WTell. she ha' been thrown out by 
her father and her mother, who 
were 
divorced, 
and 
both 
their 
families vented their dislikes for 
one parent or the other on the poor 
girl. T hat seemed like some sort of 
acme of rejection to us and we just 
couldn’t tell her she couldn’t stay. 
“We got our second one sort of 
by accident,” she continued “He was 
a tiny, little bird-like boy who had J 
derailed a freight train. We took 
him along to the shore for two weeks J 
to see what some food, saltwater . 
and fresh air would do for him. At 
the prospect of leaving at the end 
of the two-week trial period, he got 


sick and we let him stay. 
“The third one I sort of brought 
dovm on myself," she said. H« was 
a polio-crippled boy she saw first in 
an orphanage. Much of her descrip­ 
tion of life with the children cen 
tered about this boy, made famous 
as “Jimmy John" in her “Room for 
One More." 
“All of them turned out just fine. 
The first girl is married and the 
mother of three children she named 
for me. The train wrecker was just as 
bright as he could be. He went to 
college, then won decorations as a 
Navy bomber in World War II but 
the crippled one was probably the 
most spectacular of the lot. . . 
She told briefly of life after her 
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husband’s death when she first 
“nearly rested myself to death on 
the advice of friends’* and then 
turned to school teaching where she 
met her fifth foster child, a non- 
English-speaking DP Latvian boy 
who is the topic of her latest book, 
’The Gentle House " No. 4 was a 
brother of Jimmy John “who was so 
good there aren’t many stories to 
tell about him. He’s like a peaceful 
nation.”

GENEVA. W—The U.N. allies in 
Korea were reported Tuesday ready­ 
ing a comprom ise proposal for uni­ 
fication of the occupied, divided 
peninsula. 
This development was reported 
by a highly informed source as a 
delegation of five Vietminh rebel 
leaders arrived from Indochina to 
join the impending talks aimed at 
ending the seven-year war in that 
F a r E astern battleground. 
The source reporting the pro­ 
jected Allied proposal on Korea 
said it would be a “ very difficult 
thing” for Russia, Red China and 
North Korea to turn it down. 
The Communists reaction to the 
Allied proposal, the source added, 
would determ ine whether there is 
any real chance of unifying the 
divided country and holding free 
elections there. 
Meeting Stalemated 
Since its beginning, the Korean 
phase of the F ar E astern confer­ 
ence has been stalem ated by each 
side s insistence on its own plan 
for unification.

Father Gcrgen reported that he 
was well pleased with the financial

Men of the parish who worked some 
weeks axo to solicit pledge of fi­ 
nancial support from parishioner* 
handed in a “highly satisfactory re­ 
port” to the pastor 
Persons pledg­ 
ing are to receive monthly state­ 
ments showing the amount pledged 
and the amount paid. 
Father Gergen stated on Sunday 
I that the present school was erected 
j in 1912 and at the time was more 
than ample for the enrollment of 
j parish 
children 
w’hose 
parents 
wished them to receive a religious 
education along with their regular 
classroom instruction in secular sub­ 
jects, Within 
recent 
years, 
the 
strict ruling by the bishop that every 
cf it* 
Fifth T ritn - j child whose parents can possibly do 
so be given a religious education at 
school has caused a notable increase 
in parochial school rolls, with but 
few Catholic youngsters still attend­ 
ing public schoola. 
Church Built In 1852 
Although the date of the present 
school in New Oxford is 1912, this 
was not the date of the beginning of 
parochial education in that pariah. 
The late John T. Reily, self-styled 
Catholic historian of the Conewago 
Chapel area, wrote in 1880 in “His­ 
tory and Directory of the Borough* 
of Adams County, Pa.”; 
"Before the Catholic church was 
built in this place 'New Oxford), its 
members attended divine service at 
Catechism, how­ 
ever, was taught here In private 
houses long before the erection of 
the church. Mr. Jacob Martin do­ 
nated a lot of ground on Carlisle St. 
for the erection of a church, which 
took place in 1852. Rev. F. X. Den- 
ecker, S. 
J., 
being 
pastor, The 
church is under the invocation of 
the Immaculate Heart of Mary. 
School Established In *62 
“The building is of brick, 75 feet 
in length and 35 In width. Father 
Denecker had charge of the Littles­ 
town and Paradise Catholic churches 
of Grit: 'b u rs. iv . Cow- at the same time, services being al- 
«itat* of 
Mary Irertrud* 
, 
. , 
. 
, , 
temately held at these two places, 
and at New Oxford only during the 
week, also on Christmas Day and 
several other holy days. Fathers 
Rider and Catan! then served New 
Oxford, after whom again came Fa­ 
ther Denecker. he continuing until 
his death in 1879. New Oxford and 
Paradise were then formed Into a 
charge under Rev. Francis Ca-ey, 
with services on alternate Sundays ” 
The pastor at the time Mr. Reily 
wrote this article was the Rev Ft 
Arthur Archambault. Mr. Reily goes 
on to record that; 
“A parochial school was estab­ 
lished here in 1862 by Rev. Father 
Denecker. The first teacher was a 
Mrs. Trayer. The succeeding teach­ 
ers were Mias M. J. Felix, Joseph 
Smith, Miss Wager and John F. Mc- 
Sherry. School was kept In the 
church until 1877, when a school 
building was added to the church. 
E. O. Topper is the present (1880* 
teacher, the number of scholars be­ 
ing over IOO. The church member­ 
ship is about 300." 
m 
Pupil* Now 
Today, 
the enrollment at the 
school is about 300 with church 
membership over 1.000. 
Instead of 
tile lay teachers mentioned by the 
Adams County historian, the Sisters 
of Mercy have instructed several 
generations of New Oxford children, 
having their cen vent opposite the 
church in what is one of the oldest 
houses in the community, and which 
must also undergo repair. 
The church fretted on Carlisle 
St. in 1852 is still situated there, bu' 
was redecorated in 1936 under the 
pastorate of the Rev, Dennis P 
Reardon who was also instrumental 
in obtaining an electric organ tor 
the church in place of the “melo­ 
deon" which had been in use.
